its successors, lines for the dis- 
tribution of electric energy to the 
said town of Whitesburg and the 
inhabitants thereof, for light, 
heat, power and other purposes, 
and for the transmission of the 
same within, through or across 
said town. 

The Board of Trustees of the 
town of Whitesburg, Letcher Co. 
Ky., do ordain as follows: 

Sec. 1, The Kentucky & West 
Virginia Power Company, Inc., 
its successors and assigns (here- 
inafter called “Grantee”) are

The Kentucky & West Virginia 
Power Co. will begin furnishing 
electric service in Whitesburg 
about November 1 or sooner, and 
in order to furnish safe ana effi- 
cient service, the Company will 
require each customer to put his 
service wires in safe condition 
before current will be turned on. 

1 The customer’s wiring should 
be brought outside the building 
nearest the Utility’s distributing 
lines at a point at least 16 feet 
and not more than 20 feet above 
the ground, except on buildings 
whose structure will not permit 
of suitable attachment at this 
height but should terminate at a 
point where it will not interfere 
with windows, awnings or other 
parts of the building, and so lo- 
cated that it will be readily ac- 
cessible to service wires brought 
from the Utility’s pole. In case 
the pole line from which service 
is to be given is not in position, 
inquiry should be made to the 
Utility for information as to its 
proposed location. 

2 All connections between the 
service entrance and meter loca- 
tion should be in exposed Rigid | 
Iron Conauit, such conduit to be 
well grounded. Wire in this con- 
duit should be rubber covered 
not less than No. 8 B. & S. Guage 
copper, and as much larger as 
may be necessary to supply the 
connected load without voltage 
loss as specified by the National 
Electric Code. 

3 An approved weatherproof 
conduit fitting should be provid- 
ed on the end of the iron conduit 
where the service connection is 
to be made. 

4 Each wire of the Customer’s 
wiring should extend at least 18 
inches beyond the end of the con- 
duit for the Utility to attach its 
wires thereto. 

5 Service entrance should be so 
located that it will not be neces- 
sary for the Utility to install 
more than one set of wire attach- 
ments on Customer’s premises to 
support the Utility’s service 
wires. 

6 Substantial supports for at- 
taching the Utility s service wires 
to buildings, in which wood or 
lag screws at least 4£ inches long 
may be used, should be provided 
on all tile, stucco, concrete, glas- 
cered metal lath and sheet iron 
buildings. 

7 Individual services will not 
be run to buildings under the 
same ownership, double houses 
or apartment buildings. 

8 Customer should run service 
wires from houses on opposite 
ends of lots to a point where the 
Utility can connect to same from 
its nearest distributing point. 
Such wiring shall be in plain 
view from the street or public 
thoroughfare for its entire 
length. 

9 Where the Customer has 

both power and lighting installa- 
tion for Alternating Current Ser- 
vice ordinarily but one service 
outlet will be required, providing 
the power is 220 volts and light- 
ing 110-120 volts. Special condi- 
tions frequently arise to modify 
this and it is always advisable to 
consult the Utility before install- 
ing such outlets. In the Direct 
Current district the general re- 
vuirement is that separate con- 
duits and outlets should be pro- 
vided for power and light. We 
recommend separate services for 
power and light on alternating 
current installments of 5 h. p. 
and above. (adv)
